DCC Begins Outreach Program 
in the City of Romulus 


Inan attemptto bring greater recogni- 
tion of the tremendous resources availa- 
ble to Downriver residents, the Downriver 
Community Conference (DCC) has an- 
nounced the beginning of an "Outreach" 
program in the Romulus community. 

The goal of this program is to make 
each and every resident in this area 
aware of the job-training and job-place- 
mentservices available, andto alertthem 
to the fact that, within walking distance of 
theirhomes, anew career canbe started. 


Now positioned in the Romulus Help. 


Center (35085 Goddard Road) is arepre- 
sentative fromthe DCC whocan address 
the concerns of both the unemployed 
and under-employed. 

This program has been successful 
enough in the last business year to have 
served hundreds of adult residents who 
fell into two different categories. 

The first category encompasses in- 
dividuals who were economically disad- 
vantaged. People from this group were 
placedinto jobs at arate of 83.8% and, of 
those enrolled, received an average start- 
ing wage of $7.11 per hour. 

Members of the second group were 


_ displaced workers, including those laid 
Off due to closing or reduced production. ; 


Nearly 62 of our local people were put 
back to work through the efforts of DCC. 
The average starting wage was approxi- 
mately $8.50 per hour. 

Just as important is the classroom 
and customized training which is offered 
either at educational institutions or em- 
ployer premises. Career counseling is 
also available from professional, State- 
licensed staff. The DCC can help you im- 
prove your basic math and English skills 
with small and individual classes taught 
by certified education specialists. The 
Resource Center and Job Preparation 
Workshopwill help you prepare resumes 
and cover letters. DCC can also help 
with interviewing techniques, job-market 
research, and confidence-building. 

If that's not enough, you will be sur- 
prised to know that DCC will weatherize 
homes for low-income senior citizens 
and other qualifying residents. DCC is 
involved in the restoration of abandoned 
homes and the use of vacant lots to re; 
solve affordable-housing shortages. Sub- 
stance abuse services are also available.

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Middlebelt Road 
Construction Update

mission from the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transportation 

Reconstruction of the Merri- 
man and Middlebelt interchanges 
is progressing according to sched- 
ule, with one exception — it is now 
likely that Middlebelt and its ramps 
will not re-open to full traffic until 
early September, several weeks 
after the early-August target date. 

Construction crews have expe- 
rienced unexpected complications 
with bridge rebuilding and with nec- 
essary work on a sewer system 
pump house, resulting in the delay 
until early September. 

Reopening of Middlebelt Road 
is the key step in a sequence of 
construction activity. The ramps 
from Middlebelt to I-94 cannot be 
reopened until the roadway is com- 
pleted and opened to two-way traf- 
fic. In turn, the 16-day closure of 
the northbound Merriman ramp to 
eastbound I-94, the busiest ramp, 
cannotbe started until the road and 
ramps at Middlebelt have been 
reopened.

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Profile: Mary (Hatten) Collins

Since 1990, Romulus native Mary 
(Hatten) Collins has been a senior clerk 
in the City of Wayne's treasurer's office. 
In a recent interview, Collins stated that, 
in her position, she feels most fulfilled 


when she can talk to a “disgruntled” - 


taxpayer, explain the "hows" and "whys" 
of that person's property taxes, and 
thereby see the individual depart "feeling 
happy with his or her city government." 

Said the 60-year-old Collins, "It's not 
easy to satisfy people who are unhappy 
with their property taxes, and it's one of 
the major challenges of my job — but it's 
an opportunity, too, as it gives me a 
chance to promote local government in 
the best possible light. 

“If aresident's tax problem is unsolv- 
able," she continued, "I'll try to help him 
or her understand how the taxes got to 
their present point. Overall, I'd say that, 
about 85% to 90% of the time, the resi- 
dent will leave feeling satisfied." 

Collins went on to say that she en- 
joys her job because it gives her an 
opportunity to interact with the public. 
Further, she said, she frequently has the 
opportunity to explain to Wayne resi- 
dents how their local government is work- 
ing for them — and not against them. 

Collins, a former secretary for the 
Romulus City Council, graduated from 
Romulus High School in 1951. From 
1978 to 1982, she attended the Detroit 
College of Business, where she earned 
abachelor of science degree in business 
management with a minor in accounting. 

To better prepare herself for her 
present post with the City of Wayne, 
Collins earned her assessor certification 
(Level |) in March 1993. 

"For my certification,” said Collins, "I 
attended classes from last. August to 
November at Brighton's City Hall. The 
three- to four-hour classes were held 
twice a week. The actual certification is 
granted through the Michigan Assessors 
Association." 

Collins added that, although she 
technically works for Wayne's treasurer's 
office, she actually works directly under 
the City Assessor. In doing so, Collins 
fills a position which entails two major 
responsibilities, the first of which is work- 
ing for the City's board of review; the 
second involves performing duties with 
regard to personal property taxes. 

For the Board of Review, Collins 
schedules applicants who wish to appear 
before the Board, deals with "hardship" 
appeals, and takes the minutes of each 
Board meeting. Further, Collins prepares 
all the assessment rolls that are ulti- 
mately submitted to Wayne County. 

Regarding her work with personal 
property taxes, Collins says that she 
generates and processes all of Wayne's 
personal property statements. In. addi- 


tion, she is responsible for preparing the 


City's personal property rolls, yet anoth- 
er document which is required by, and 
submitted to, the County. 

Other functions inwhich Collins takes 
part are with assisting the semiannual 
mailing of Wayne's tax bills and, in gen- 
eral, helping the City Assessor in any 
way possible. 

When queried about fellow employ- 
ees, Collins replied, "Altogether, there 
are five of us inourdepartment. We're all 
cross-trained for one another's job — 
which, as they say, makes each of us 
kind of a ‘jack-of-all-trades." 

In speaking to the possibility of be- 
coming certified at Level II, Collins com- 
mented that, presently, such a move is 
being considered; beginning classes for 
the higher level will likely begin after the 
first of the year. However, any promotion 
beyond Level II is unlikely to occur, she 
noted, as it would then become "too 
much like a profession." 

For the past two years, Collins has 
served as an alternate on the Board of 
Appeals for the City of Romulus. Appoint- 
ed by Mayor Beverly McAnally, Collins 
will attend meetings when one of the 
regular members ofthe five-person Board 
is absent. 

"The Board of Appeals,” said Collins, 
"considers requests from Romulus citi- 
zens who wish to be granted a variance. 
In other words, when someone wants to 
deviate from any City regulation, they 
must come before the Board. 

"If I'mcalled upon,” she added, "then, 
anytime a resident who came before the 
Board while | was serving on it wants to 
return with regard to the same request, | 
must sit in on that particular meeting. 
Such a situation would occur if the appli- 
cant wanted more information or wished 
to re-appeal to the Board.” 

Recently, Collins filed to have her 
name included among the list of candi- 
dates who will run for a seat on the 
Romulus City Council in the November 
1993 election. Since each of the current 
members of the Romulus City Council, 
when profiled by The Romulus News, 
was given an opportunity to list three 
Council achievements of which he/she 
was the most proud, Collins—as a Coun- 
cil candidate — was asked to list three 
goals that she would pursue if elected in 
November. 

"My first goal,” stated Collins, "would 
be to make City government as ‘user- 
friendly’ as possible. 

"Secondly, | would work toward do- 
ing away with 'back-door tax hikes.’ These 
occur when assessed valuation goes up 
but the millage rate is not reduced. Most 
city councils and school boards quietly 
accept the additional hit to the taxpayers’ 
pocketbook and pdint to the assessor as 
the culprit, when the truth is that the 
amount of tax is determined by the mill- 
age rate, not the assessed valuation. 
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"Since the property-tax burden is 
already too high," she continued, "my 
proposalis that millage rates be reduced 
each year so that no more taxes are 
collected than in the previous year un- 
less higher spending can be clearly, and 
openly, justified.” 

In addressing her third Council goal, 
Collins stated, "I'm proposing that an- 
nual spending budgets be itemized, pri- 
oritized, and zero-based. In a separate 
format, the Council, Sctiool Board, and 
etcetera, should list the itemized budget 
in order of priority from ‘must have' to 
‘would like to have if funds are available.’ 
This way, we can see if we agree with 
their priorities as well as hold them to 
cutting low-priority items when cuts are 
necessary. Finally, budgets should be 
‘zero-based' each year. This simply 
means that, each year, everything in the 
budget has to be justified, as opposed to 
asking for a percentage increase over 
last year's budget." 

Collins was married to her late hus- 
band, Robert Hatten, for25 years. Hatten

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Retirement Planning

(Editor's note: This is the second of 
two parts on the subject of retirement 
planning. The first, which dealt with "tax 
traps," appeared in the June 30, 1993 
issue of The Romulus News.) 


IRA Traps 
20% Withholding Tax 

After 1992, any participant who is 
eligible to receive distributions from a 
retirement qualified plan willbe subjected 
to a 20% income tax withholding require- 
ment when the money is distributed un- 
less the rollover is accomplished by a 
direct transfer from the employee's trus- 
tee to the IRA custodian. 

If the participant fails to use a custo- 
dian-to-custodian transfer method, 20% 
of the entire distribution will be withheld 
for income tax. The client will have to 
make up the 20% balance when he/she 
rolls those funds into an IRA in order to 
qualify fora return of the 20% withheld. In 
essence, a retiree with $200,000 in dis- 
tributions will have $40,000 withheld by 
the Federal government andwillbe forced 
to come up with $200,000 to roll into an 
IRA. Then the retiree will have to file for 
aspecialtax returnto recover the $40,000 
that was withheld. 

Five-year and 10-year Forwarding 

Any monies transferred into an IRA 
will lose the valuable benefit of five- and 
10-year forward averaging. 

There are three conditions for quali- 
fying for forward averaging. 

The first is that the retiree must re- 
ceive a lump-sum distribution. A lump- 
sum distribution is any of one or more 
distributions within a single year which 
represent the retiree’s entire interest in 
the plan. This is defined as all plans of a 
similar type maintained by an employer. 

The second condition is that the re- 
tiree must have participated in the plan 
for five years. 

Third, the retiree's distributions must 
be made after the participant reaches 
59'/2 years of age. 

Forward averaging lowers taxes for 
many retirees. The amount of tax is de- 
termined as though the retiree received 
the entire lump-sum distribution in five 
equal annual installments. More impor- 
tantly, the tax is determined as though 
the retirement distribution amount is the 
only income received in those five years. 
The actual tax is paid for the year in 
which the distributions are made. 

Retirees who reached age 50 before 
January 1, 1986, can elect to use 10- 
year forward averaging, which was in ef- 
fect at that time. This 10-year averaging 
is calculated using a method similar to 
that used for five-year averaging, except 
thatthe income is presumed to be spread 
over 10 years rather than five. One of the 
trade-offs is that tax rates in effect in 
1986 have to be applied. These ranged 
from 23 to 50% compared to the lower 
rates used today. 





An important limitation on both the 
five-year and 10-year forward averaging 
rules is that they do not apply to distribu- 
tions from IRAs. Further, IRAs do not 
offerthe same amount of protection from 
creditors as do qualified plans. So, inthe 
case where an individual is moving from 
one job to another, it may be wise to set 
up what is called a conduit IRA. The 
conduit IRA can take distributions froma 
qualified plan, hold them, and then roll 
them back into an employer's qualified 
plan and maintain both the five- and 10- 
year forward averaging rules and addi- 
tional liability protection. Conduit IRAs 
must only contain distributions from the 
rollover. There is no time limitation on 
when the funds must be transferred from 
the IRA to the new employer's plan. 


Conclusion 

One thing that should be apparent 
from this discussion is that retirement 
planning is acritical area. After reviewing 
the complexity of the situation, there is 
no doubt that retiring employees need 
the help of professionals in determining 
which course of action is best suited for 
them. 

If one retiree has too much money in 
his/her IRA, the course of action may call 
for systematic withdrawals from the IRA 
at the highest rate possible, while posi- 
tioning the retiree's other monies in an 
annuity. 

On the other hand, the retiree with 
well below the maximum amount of IRA 
monies may decide to allow the IRA 
monies to accumulate on a tax-deferred 
basis into the future while taking an in- 
come from mutual funds or other sources. 

Finally, an individual who is contem- 
plating taking distributions from a quali- 
fied plan must consider the conse- 
quences of using five-year or 10-year 
forward-averaging rules, as opposed to 
rolling over the monies to an IRA and 
taking systematic withdrawals, while look- 
ing for a new employer. 

In all these instances, a financial 
plannercan be of benefit to the individual 
by helping to make the financial deci- 
sions while working with professionals in 
developing the overall plan of action.
